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THE SEVENTEENTH AMENDMENT. 
The eighteenth amendment to tin* constitution of the t ’nit- 
ed States has its share of a mendment critic.-, but J udge Wil­ 
liam J . Graham of Aledo and Washington, former congress­ 
men, attacketi the seventeeth amendment in hi* Lincoln atl- 
dress at a commemorative meeting at the Willard in Wash­ 
ington. 
“ The seventeenth amendment to the constitution, by which 
United States senators are elected by popular vote, has lower­ 
ed the ty pe of membership of that body ,’* said .fudge Gra­ 
ham. “ The sy stem of checks and balances that so admirably ,„,i 
had been established by our fathers was de Troy ed.“ 
It is improbable now that this amendment ever will !»<• tin- v. 
done, but J udge Graham used it to argue that “ the more w • 
let the constitution alone, the better off we will be.” 
The seventeenth amendment wa s a result of the same wave 
tha t brought us t he direct primary , which now G m >st strong­ 
ly criticized by its strongest advocates of that time. 
Th» * 
theory wa s that these should constitute the open door to pub­ 
lic life for the man who was not attached to a machine. 
In 
practice it has not vvorke dthat way . 
The effect of the direct primary and the election of United 
States senators by the people has been to limit availability to 
men of three classes: 
The man with wealth, the man with 
a machine, and the dema g og \n ith some sort of financial ba ck­ 
ing. 
When legislators selected senators it wa s possible for them 
to look over the field of congressmen, men with ex perience 
and creditable records in the national legislature and to make 
a choice thereform. 
It was possible for a candidate to s< rve 
his district and to be a candidate for a I nited Slates senator- 
ship at the same time. 
If he failed in the senatorship, he 
-.‘ould continue in his district. 
Now if a congressman desires 
to be a candidate lor the senate he must give up his seat in 
congress, for the primary election for both is on the same 
date. 
The result probably is that fewer congr» on« n are a d­ 
vanced to the senate and more governors or ex -governors are 
chosen. 
The wa ve of sentiment 
that 
carried 
the seventeenth 
amendment over was created by the \vdie pread belief 
which doubtless wa s justified to some ex tent —that rich men 
bought their senatorial elections by bin ing state legislators. 
The constitution originally made the election of enator^ in­ 
direct (that is, by vote of legislatures) 
«» that the senate 
might not be so quickly changed by popular wuvi 
of sent - 
ment as the house of representatives can be 
oftentimes by 
a wa ve which the people soon regret and repent of. 
The 
fa thers thought that important cha ng es of polic\ should he 
ma de only after due and calm consideration, and th y 
’ 
the senate, one remove from direct vote of the people, .--o tt m 
it might not'reuct so spasmodically as the bourn was likely 
to do. The seventeenth amendment reversed all t us. and now 
the people are not so sure that the cha ng e was a go >d orm. 
Charges that senators buy ” their elections are not muYh d 
any more rare than they ware before. 
Hut charges are quick­ 
ly and easily .made these day s, though not alway : justified. 
J udg e Graham declared that when he thought of the hard 
work done by Lincoln as a boy he was inclined to lo >k with 
disfavor on the proposed child labor amendment. 


STARVING MOSQUITOES. 


’At the recent twelfth annual convention of fhe New J ersey 
Mosquito Ex termination association at Atlantic City , a imu 
method of ridding any community of this pest was set fort}’ 
by a bio-chemist. 
This is to starve the mosquito larvae to d eath by p u ttin g 
certain chemicals in the ponds an d tin y creek wh ere 
tin in­ 
fa nt anopheles spend their baby hood. 
The mosquito larv a feed s o n b acteria an d o th er min u te 
forms of animal life in th e water, all of wh ich can be k; led 
b y these chemicals without in any way affect¡n g th e v isib le 
vegetation or fish . 
In the past the method was to kill the eg gs or larve out­ 
right by pouring kerosene into the water. 
Hut this was hard 
on fish or plant life there. 
It sounds a little complicated to the lay man , wh o wo n d ers 
at the chemist’s cleverness in determing ex actly h o w mu ch o f 
the chemical substances mu st b e u sed to d estro y o n ly tin 
mosquito’s food with o u t injuring an y th in g else in th e water. 
But if this wo rk s successfully in New Jefsey , as it is said to 
do, it should promptly be introduced at a good many su mmer 
resorts elsewhere, though the Jersey sk eeter has long hail th e 
reputation of being the whale of them all. 
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The crusaders who are starting a movement to abolish to­ 
bacco in this country will soon be running up ag ain st the fol­ 
lowing arg u men t, submitted y ears ag o b y au in sp ired stu d en t 
at the University of Pennsy lvania: 
“ To b acco is a filthy weed— 
i like it! 
It satisfies no human need— 
I like i t ! 
It makes y ou thin, it mak es y o u lean . 
Uptakes the ha.r right o ff y o u r 
bean. 
It’s the worst darn stuff I ever .-« en 
Hike it! 
And how can any body answer an argument like that'.
